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A twin-engine DC-9 jet plane 
carrying Marshall University’s 
football team, coaching staff 
end many prominer.lt Hunting- 
ton citizeois, crashed atop hills 
and burned as it caime in for 
landing at Tri-State Airport 
at Kenova, W. Va., Saturday 
evening sho-rtly after dark dur¬ 
ing a rain storm, kilting all 
abort'd—a total of 75 people. 

The plane was returning 
from Gneenville, North Caro¬ 
lina where the Marshall team 
had placed East Carolina Uni¬ 
versity that ifte r noon. 

There were no survivors, and 
it is the nation’s worst air 
disaster this year. 

Marshall Coach Rick Tolly 
idicU in the crash, also 34 
Marshall football pliers, three 
student aides, five assistant 
coaches, the athletic director, 
the airplane crew of five, and 
sevral prominent Huntington 
citizens, including four doctors 
amid their wives. 

The big jet circled below 
rain clouds and disappeared 
behind a hill that rises along 
Big Sandy River preparing to 
come in on a normal flight 
pattern. The plane clipped the 
top of trees on the ridge two 
miles from the airport. Tt 
continued across a hollow, 
struck another hillside, cart- 
whelled upside down and ex¬ 
ploded in flames. 

Federal officials said the air¬ 
port was not equipped with 
(sophisticated radar that fol¬ 
lows a landing plane’s flight 
path and flashes a warning 
light in the cockpit if i- drops 
too low. 

“If he had not hit the tree- 
tops on the ridge, he would 
have made it.” said an airport 
official.

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MOTOR TRANSPORTATION DEPT. 
HAS WIDER DUTIES THAN REALIZED 


Many people think of Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Transportation 
workers as “those fellows who 
catch truckers if they are over¬ 
weight.’ 

Actually, that is only one of 
a number of important func¬ 
tions conducted by this branch 
ot state government. 

The department authorizes 
bus and truck lines and other 
commercial motor-vehicle com¬ 
panies to perform certain pub¬ 
lic services, along with certain 
routes and at certain rates. 

Motor Transportation’s duties 
include the regulation of moto" 
carriers by the establishment of 
reasonable requirements for 
continuous and adequate serv¬ 
ices; systems of accounts, rec¬ 
ords and reports and safety 
standards 

The department’s responsibil¬ 
ities include the issuance, re¬ 
fusal, revocation, and renewal 
or extension of all intrastate 
motor carrie" authority, admini¬ 
stration of the tax statutes ap¬ 
plying to motor carriers, and 
regulation of persons engaged 
in the business of manufactur¬ 
ing or selling motor vehicles 
and mobile homes. 

The department’s division of 
law enforcement is composed of 
a force of 65 officers under a 
director, Col. Jess Paul Engle, 
and assistant director, Lt. Col. 
Russell Murphy. 

To enforce truck weight lim¬ 


its and truck safety inspections, 
the state is divided into eight 
listricts, each with seven offi¬ 
cers plus a captain. 

Capt. Lindbergh Amyx of 
West Liberty is in charge of 
District No. 6, which includes 
Morgan, Magoffin. Knott, Floyd, 
Johnson, and several other 
eastern Kentucky counties. 

Most coal trucks and many 
other trucks are weighed on 
portable scales, which all Motor 
Transportation enforcement of¬ 
ficers carry in their vehicles. 

The khaki-clad men are all 
Kentucky law' enforcement offi¬ 
cers. They travel in marked 
cruisers, with blue lights, and 
thev have authority to make 
arrests or issue citations for 
any motor-vehicle violations. 

They are under orders to 
concentrate on commercial ve¬ 
hicles, but occasionally they 
arrest drunken drivers or other 
motorists observed to be driving 
with exceptional recklessness. 

About half the officers’ time 
is spent in making safety checks 
of trucks and other vehicles. 
In the past fiscal year they 
made 17,060 such safety inspec¬ 
tions. an increase from the 16.- j 
910 inspections in the 1968 69 
fiscal year.

its and truck safety inspections, 
the state is divided into eight 
iistricts, each with seven offi¬ 
cers plus a captain. 

Capt. Lindbergh Amyx of 
West Liberty is in charge of 
District No. 6, which includes 
Morgan. Magoffin. Knott, Floyd. 
Johnson, and several other 
eastern Kentucky counties. 

Most coal trucks and many 
other trucks are weighed on 
portable scales, which all Motor 
Transportation enforcement of¬ 
ficers carry in their vehicles. 

The khaki-clad men are all 
Kentucky law enforcement ofti- 
cers. They travel in marked 
eruisers, with blue lights, and 
thev have authority to make 
arrests or issue citations for 
any motor-vehicle violations. 

They are under orders to 
concentrate on commercial ve¬ 
hicles, but occasionally they 
arrest drunken drivers or other 
motorists observed to be driving 
with exceptional recklessness. 

About half the officers’ time 
is spent in making safety checks 
of trucks and other vehicles. 
In the past fiscal year they 
made 17,060 such safety inspec¬ 
tions, an increase from the 16.- 
910 inspections in the 1968 69 
I fiscal year. 


Many people think of Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Transportation 
workers as “those fellows who 
catch truckers if they arc over¬ 
weight.” 

Actually, that is only one ot 
a number of important func¬ 
tions conducted by this branch 
of state government. 

The department authorizes 
bus and truck lines and other 
commercial motor-vehicle com¬ 
panies to perform certain pub 
lie services, along with certain 
routes and at certain rates. 

Motor Transportation's duties 
include the regulation of moto- 
carriers by the establishment of 
reasonable requirements for 
continuous and adequate serv¬ 
ices; systems of accounts, rec¬ 
ords and reports and safety 
standards 

The department’s responsibil¬ 
ities include the issuance, re¬ 
fusal, revocation, and renewal 
or extension of all intrastate 
motor carrie- authority, admini¬ 
stration of the tax statutes ap¬ 
plying to motor carriers, arid 
regulation of persons engaged 
in the business of manufactur¬ 
ing or selling motor vehicles 
and mobile homes. 

The department’s division of 
law enforcement is composed of 
a force of 65 officers under a 
director. Col. Jess Paul Engle, 
and assistant director, Lt. Col. 
Russell Murphy.
